A  NOTE  ON  GRADING: 


All  coins  are  graded  according  to  ANACS  standards,  which  do  not,  unfortunately, 
mention  scratches,  digs,  edge  bumps,  etc.  It  is  our  observation  that  some  of  these  flaws 
are  to  be  expected,  especially  in  coins  AG  to  fine.  Nevertheless,  where  they  are  consid¬ 
ered  to  be  a  bit  more  than  usual,  they  have  been  described.  Usually,  in  such  cases,  we 
have  penalized  the  coin  price-wise,  generally  dropping  the  starring  bid  down  about  one 
full  grade. 

In  the  case  of  early  copper,  for  many  issues,  porous  and/or  rough  or  pitted  planchets 
are  to  be  expected.  Classic  heads  (1808-14)  are  generally  found  on  rough  planchets  due 
to  the  poor  quality  of  copper  used  during  these  troubled  years.  (Old  sheathing  from 
wrecked  ships,  exposed  to  perhaps  100  years  in  salt  water,  was  a  favorite  source.)  For 
these  coins,  a  smooth  planchet  is  the  exception,  not  the  rule.  The  first  American  copper 
mill  was  built  by  Paul  Revere  in  1801,  and  previous  to  this,  any  copper  found  anywhere 
was  resmelted  for  planchets.  This  included  old  pots,  old  coins,  naval  sheathing,  old 
jewelry,  etc.  The  sole  exception  is  for  1797,  when  the  planchets  were  imported  from 
England,  and  were  of  generally  high  quality.
